Charges of “undemocratic meth- 
ods” and “railroading” were made 
in a protest meeting which assem- 
bled after the adjournment of the 
mass meetin~ of registered women, 
held at 5 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noen in the Auditorium, when the 
standpatters on the question of not 
relinquishing a claim on the regis- 
tration fees now in the hands of 
Tax Collector Lucien Harris rode to 
a speedy and overwhelming victory 
on the wings of parliamentary pro- 
cedure.

the en's registration fees.

participation in the primary, the last 
of which states that the registered 
women will be given the opportu- 
nity to suggest the way in which

New Highway Legisla- 
tion Report From Con- 
ference Committee Ac- 
cepted by Senate. 


MOTOR VEHICLE TAX 
LAW ALSO PASSED 


Flood of Eleventh-Hour 
Legislation Sets New 
Record in Closing Hours 
of 1919 Legislature. 


After all the points in dispute be- 
tween the two houses had been set- 
tled in quick. order by conference 
committees, the senate adjourned for 
the 1919 session at 2:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 

The conference committee report 
on the highway measures was pass- 
ed by both houses, 

The senate adopted the report of 
the conference. committee.on house 
bill. 144, known as the motor ve⸗- 
hicle tax measure. The committee 
was composed of Senators Parker, 
Veasey'and Bowden and Representa- 
tives Knight. Wohlwender and John 
T. Smith. This adoption was unani- 
mous. 

The conference committee's report 
recommended that the senate recede 
from its substitute to the house 
bill, which provided that a tax of 
1% cents be placed on every gallon 
of gasoline sold in the state. And 
that the original house tax scale on 
motor vehicles be adopted with a 25 
per cent reduction in scale through- 
out with the exception of the $5 
tax on all motorcycles. 

Good Read Bills, 

The large amount of the time 
of the upper house in the night ses- 
sion was taken up over the report 
of the first report of the confer- 
ence committee on the general ap- 
propriation bill. The senate refused 
to agree to the report of the first 
committeé on the section of the bill 
fixing the appropriation for the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial Col- 
lege and a second committee was ap- 
pointed which straightened out the 
tangle in shor order. 

In the report of the first appro- 
priation conference committee dis- 
pute arose in the senate only over 
two on the fourteen items in con- 
ference. These were first, the sec- 
tion calling for the senate to re- 
cede from its position in incre 
ing the appropriation to each of the 
twelve district agricultural schools 
from $15,000 to $20,000 each. This 
item was finally settled by the adop- 
tion of the conference committee’s 
report after a two-hour heated de- 
bate. The second item causing dis- 
sension on the report was the séc- 
tion calling for a reduction in the 
senate increase to the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial school. This item 
was disagreed to and a second com- 
mittee appointed which disposed of 
the matter. 

Com premise Reached. 

The house in the original appro- 
priation bill set the amount for the 
G. N. and I. C. at $107,500 and the 
senate raised this amount by $20,000 
which was to be used for extension 
work. The conference committee 
reported that as a middle ground 
$110,000 be given to the institution.

Contracts to Enlarge 
Present Capacity by Mil- 
lion Pounds and Con- 
struct Big Warehouse. 


FOUR-STORY BUILDING 
FOR HOWELL MILL ROAD 


Improvements Also In- 
corporate Erection of 
100-Ton Capacity Ice 
Plant — Permission Re- 
quested to Increase 
Stock to $5,000,000. 


Contracts are to be awarded at 
once for a large addition fo the plant 
of the White Provision company that 
will give an increase of 1,000,000 
pounds to the cold storage capacity, 
and plans are being drawn for an- 
other addition that will provide an 
immense commercial cold storage 
warehouse, a new ice plant and other 
improvements that will make this 
perhaps the largest independent 
packing establishment in the south. 

Plans have already been accepted 
for the construction of a four-story 
building to be erected at once just 
south of the present plant on Howell 
Mill road.

The top floor of the new 0 
will be used for the general offices 
of the company. The present offices 
will be converted into freezers. The 
new offices will be commodious and 
will have every modern feature, 

Warehouse Provided For. 
The plans that are now in the 
making for the big cold storage 
warehouse and other additions to 
the White Provision plant provide 
for the warehouse building and a 
large: machinery building, both of 
which are to be erected on the north 
side of Howell Mill road. These 
buildings will be connected with 
the present plant of the company by 
a tunnel that is to be driven under 
the roadway. 

The commercial warehouse, which 
will be one of the largest in the 
state, will fill a long-felt need, es- 
pecially in Atlanta, where commer- 
cial cold storage space has been lim- 
ited. “The growth of the city,” de- 
clared President W. H. White, Jr., 
of the White Provision company, 
“demands that more cold storage 
should be provided, and our addition 
to the plant is not for our benefit 
alone, but to provide the greatly de- 
manded cold storage room for com- 
mercial purposes.” 

The big machinery building that 
is to be built, also on the north side 
of Howell Mill road, will house the 
machines now operated by the com- 
pany. including the electric plant, 
the engines and boilers that are now 
installed in the present buildings.

Amendment on Shantung. 

Although discussions about reser- 
vations have centered on the league 
covenant, the Shantung provision 
has not been lost sight of by oppo- 
sition senators, and it was said to- 
day that an amendment covering it 


would be urged both in the commit- 


tee and in the senate. It is expected 
that Senator Fall also will urge an 
amendment striking out all refer- 
ences to American representation on 
the various commissions to be set up 
to supervise reconstruction in Eu- 
rope. 

What amendments or reservations 
will be attached to the treaty in 
committee is said by members to 
depend largely on Chairman Lodge. 
The republicans have a majority of 
three, but one of them, Senator Mc- 
Cumber, is expected to vote with 
the démocrats against any radical 
amendment. Shoyld the chairman 
also accept a reservation program 
Similar to the McCumber-McNary 
plan, the anti-amendment group 
would be in the majority. 

Estimates of members as to how 
long the committee would require 
to consider amendments and res- 
ervations differed widely. -Some 
thought a report might be possible 
within two weeks. Tomorrow sec- 
tions. other than the league cove- 
nant are to be taken up under pres- 
ent plans, the members having 
many proposals for change in the 
economic and political provisions. 

What may have been the part 
played by the white house in the 
negotiations between démodcratic 
senators and the reservation repub- 
lidans has not been revealed. Mem- 
bers of the latter group who have 
talked with President Wilson have 
been confideht that he would be 

willing in the end.to accept such a 
program, but publicly there has been 
no change in his stand for unre- 
served ratification.

an effort will be made to take the 
treaty from the committee unless 
there was an end to delay. 

Senator Lodge said that the com- 
mittee tomorrow will begin consid- 
eration of amendments and the 
reservations to the provisions of 
the treaty other than the league of 
nations covenant.

The administration spokesman 
said he regarded it “as doubtful” 
whether the league foes will be 
able to secure a majority vote for 
reservations. He said that also he 
did not believe that a textual 
amendment striking out the Shan- 
tung provisions, which several sena- 
tors have suggested, may be made 
by the foreign relations committee 
could receive a majority vote in the 
senate. 

Fight Delay in Final Vote. 


Senator Hitchcock said that the 
administration forces will make 
their fight against delaying a final 
vote on the treaty until the other 
treaties are submitted, on the 
grounds that the United States must 
take part in the work of the repara- 
tions commission from the start, if 
this U ee ia to secure any bene - 
fits through the treaty. The com- 
migsion, he said, has charge of the 
distribution of great’ quantities of 
dyestuffs, which the textile indus- 
tries of the United States are de- 
manding. - 

The adoption of reservations, he 
continued, would send it back to 
Germany in its amended form, and 
then Germany might object to the 
treaty provisions whereby the Unit- 
ed States is .indemnified for per- 
sonal losses and damages, and the 
disposal of former German proper- 
ty in the United States and the 
treatment of Germans in this coun- 
try during the war, are validated. 

Senator Borah said that he and 
the other radical foes of the league 
of nations have informed Senator 
Ledge that they will vote for res- 
ervations in the committée, in or- 
der that the treaty may be report- 
ed, with the understanding that they 
will vote against the whole treaty 
in the senate, Senator Borah added 
that he will vote for straight 
amendments to the treaty, and then 
vote against the entire document, 
and that he will vote against any 
reservations being made part of the 
resolution of ratification. 

J will never vote for the league 
of nations under any circumstances, 
and I would not vote for the tréaty 
with the league covenant removed,” 
he said. 

Senator’ Johnson declared that the 
Amerlcan people have a right to 
know “what all of their burdens’ 
will be under all of the treaties be- 
fore they are committed.to accept 
them all through the adoption of 
the league of nations in one treaty.

district attorney’s office delivered 
the first real blow at the high cost 
of living in Chattanooga.

The 
final report, which was adopted 
without opposition, differed from 
the original bill as passed by the 
house only in minor parts.

The dispute over the measure 
came over the senate increasing the 
salaries for the commission, as pro- 
vided in the origina: house bill, 
which set the salary of the chair- 
man at $5,000 and that of the as- 
sociate commissioners at $3,°00 each. 
The senate sought to raise the sal- 
aries of all of the commissioners, 
including that of chairman, to $5,000, 


general tax bill and the bill author- 


ing reached an agreement.. The 
first conference committee on the 
proposed salary increases of mem- 
bers of the railroad ‘commission 
failed to reach an agreement and a 
second committee for this purpose 
was appointed in both houses. 
Bill Is Tabled. 

At the afternoon session the bill 
introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Sibly, of Green, and passed 
by that body to amend the act creat- 
ing a state council of defense so as 
to extend the powers of the body 
over food and fuel control was ta- 
bled. ‘This measure will not become 
a law this year. A similar bil 
was introduced in the senate by 
Senator Ivan E. Allen, never coming 
up for a final vote. 

Senator J. J. Flynt, upon moving 
to table the bill said that more im- 
portant measures should occupy the 
time of the senate at this late hour. ' 

The house bill by Anderson, of 
Jenkins, to appropriate $20,000 ‘to 
meet the deficiency in the tick erad- 
ication appropriation for 1919 was 
passed unanimously and is ready for 
the governor's signature. 

Confederate Pensions. 

At the morning ‘Session Senator 
Flynt moved to reconsider the ac- 
tion of the senate in passing the 
resolution Tuesday petitioning the 
federal government to assume the 
expense in the payment of confeder- 
ate veterans’ pensions. After half 
an hour of debate, during the course 
of which President Olive took the 
floor to speak against reconsidera- 
tion, the motion was lost. 

The house bill appropriating $109, - 
000 for the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology to be expended in the pur- 
chase of additional» property and 
erection of new buildings passed 
without opposition. The bill is a 
special appropriation separate from 
the general appropriation bill. 
was introduced in the house by the 
Fulton delegation. 

Of particular interest to Confed- 
erate veterans is the passing of a 
bill by the senate to amend the 
pension laws granting $150 annu- 
ally to all veterans totally blind. 
The measure was introduced in the 
house by Moore. of Butts, and Brad-. 
tord, of Whitfield. 

Amendments to Tax dues 
By passing the amendments to the 


izing a state inheritance tax, Senator 
Blasingame, chairman of ‘the senate 
finance committee, said that the 
revenues of the state would increase 
$700,000 annually. 

The amendment to the tax act was 
introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Arnold, of Clay, and when 
placed upon passage in the upper 
house was adopted without opposi- 
tion. It revises the present tax law 
of the state. 

The amendment to the inheritance 
tax establishes a graduate scale on 
inheritance taxes of estates exceed- 
ing 325,000, the tax ranging from 
1 to 21 4 cent according to the 
degree of relationship between the 
legatee and the testator.

All of the Rogers stores on Wed- 
nesday were dispensing the army 
food to the public at fixed United 
States prices, which are consider- 
id under the current retail quota- 
ions.

AT CASH REGISTER 


The woman who learned that she 
could buy a two- pound can of baked 
beans for 9 cents, the housewife who 
had been informed that 22 cents 
would get for her two pounds of 
corned beef hash, and all the other 
West End folks interested in the 
thrilling pastime of making a penny 
go as far as possible, hastened Wed- 
nesday afternoon to the no-profit 
grocery store started by the Church 
of the Incarnation in its parish 
house at Lee street and Tork ave- 
nue. 

A crowd thronged the parish 
house when the church store was 
opened at 2 o’clock. Nine women 
and girls of the church, trained for 
the last two days in salesmanship, 
fluttered busily behind the counter, 


and the only unagitated person in 


the big hall was the Rev. A. C. D. 
Noe, who had to keep cool because 
he was counting out the money. 

Luckily everything was in cans. 
Because of a rush of business at the 
Candler warehouse, from which the 
foodstuffs were purchased from gov- 
ernment stores, material in bulk 
had. not been delivered. If the 
flour, sugar and bacon had been 
on hand when the store was opened, 
the volunteer sales force would have 
been turning handsprings in an ef- 
fort to fill every order. 

The church store will be open 
every day as long as there are gov- 
ernment foodstuffs to sell at low 
price, the hours being 9:30 to 12 
a. m., 2 to 6 p. m., 7 to 9 p. m. 

The Church of the Incarnation, in 
line with the nation-wide campaign 
of the Episcopal church, undertook 
the sale of government food asa part 
of its policy of helpfulness. A 
committee of the vestry, including

good opportunity (0 stimulate the interests of women in their responsi- 
| bilities relating dfrectly to the home in the woman’s department of the 
Southeastern fair. The world is growing wiser, and the men and 
women who think and who feel their fesponsibilities as individuals, 
know that in the processes of evolution women have learned to take 
care of the business of the home, and even to extend it into the com- 
munity and into the very affairs of state. In fact, within a year's time 
the wiser prophets tell us women will be invested with the full respon- 
‘sibilities of citizenship, with the advantages of exemption from jury 
duties, and other disagreeable incidents which go with a full citizenship. 
The question often arises whether or not there was need for a 
woman's department house at a fair and whether it would not be more 
developing to women if their wares were put in regular competition 
with those of men. : 

| This question has been satisfactorily decided, in that a woman ex- 
hibiting the same products a man exhibits, may place them in the same 
department. For instance, there will be women exhibitors in every 
department of agriculture and live stock, and in every department of 
the industries. But besides thé repfesentation of women, there will still 
be a regular woman's department, and of a very broad and comprehen- 
sive scale. Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin will be at the head of the department 
and Miss Annie Maud Mitchell will be the superintendent: There will 
be $2,000 Worth of prizes offered in this department, as well as many 
premiums, honors and ribbods. 

. There will be departments to show the products of the home as 
they relate to the various departments of art, from the high arts of 
architecture, painting, interior décoration, right through every phase 
of household warts, handiwork, and finally culinary art from the most 
difficult and scientific elements of it to thé simplest and best way to 
make corn. bread. | 

There will be the department of arts and crafts; booths where a 
woman can express every phase of ler handiwork; club booths, where 
groups of women can assemble their wares and individuals. 

The popularity of baskets has prompted the offer of eighteen dif- 
ferént prizes on basketry, these to include baskets made of corn shucks, 
pine needles, raffia, reed, matting, reed and faffia, and other materials. 

Still, premiums are offered to Women who have combined patriot- 
ism with handiwork on soldiers’ knitted garments. 

‘In weaving and bead work now being carried to the highest degree 
in art, premiums are offered and great inducements are offered to ex- 
hibitors in textiles. . 

Hand embroideries and lace will be shown extensively, and knitting 
crochet handkerchiefs and miscellaneous needlework. . 

There will be a department of woman’s lingerie, baby clothes, bags, 
pillows, quilts, rugs, dressed dolls, hand-made fans and all kinds of 
paper articles. | 

There will be a department of work to which women who are 70 
years useful will contribute. 

The problems of housekeeping have made cooking of greater con- 
cern to women than it has been at any. time since the civil war, and 
for that reason the Southeastern fair hopes to have a most compre- 
hensive exhibit in culinary.art. The greatest premium will be put upon 
preserves, pickles, catsups, canned fruit, canned vegetables, home-made 
drinks and marmalades, jellies, bread, cakés, pies and custards, candies. 

There will be premiums in professional and amateur Classes. 

No department will combine more surely the qualities, artistic and 
practical, than that of the floral exhibits. Premiums are offered for 
foliage plants and flowering plants, for cut flowers, chrysanthemunis, 
and roses and dahlias. | 

The exhibition of fine arts will be under the woman’s department 
of the fair, with premiums for oil paintings, water colors, pastels, mitia- 
tures, sculpture, decorative art, metal work stenciling and students’ |, 
work. 

There will be the library department,; that ok patriotic organiza- 
tions and the model country cottage, which, as'the name implies, will 
include every modern device for making housekesping easy and pleas- 
urable. 

There will be the child welfare department, which will relate to 
every phase of the child’s welfare at home, in the school, and in the 
community; and last, but not least, there will be the department of 
thrift and savings, which will show how closely related thrift and 
saving is to every department of the home, family living, and general 
prosperity. 

Now, there are two ways women generally can contribute to the 
success of the woman’s department of the fair, and at the same time 
profit by it. 1 

One way is to exhibit high standard wares, for only exhibits of 
high standard will be accepted, and the other is to encourage Women 
generally to patronize and visit the fait; not only the woman's depart- 
ment, but every department of the fait 

No woman can visit the poultry department and not have the com- 
mendable desire to raise chickens, and no woman can visit the exhibits 
of live stock and fail to realize the Value of hér own cow, and see in 
the ownership of pigs a great domestic advantage. Women will find in 
the woman’s participation in the forthcoming Southeastern fair one of 
the greatest inspirations to woman’s part of the reconstruction program.

We are not only not building for 
the future, like other cities, but we 
are not meeting the demands of 
today — tied hand and foot to an 
obsolete system that is starving 
the city and depriving its citizens 
of facilities that they have a right 
to expect, and for which they are 
willing to pay. .

Says Shortage of Production 
Is Problem of the Day 


Editor Constitution: Every man is 
entitled to a living—a living is food, 
raiment and shelter. A living re- 
quires labor. Labor alone will pro- 


duce food, raiment and shelter. 
Money is not a living, nor can it 
alone produce a living. Our troubles 
today are due to mankind's pursuit 
of the production of money, and in 
consequence a lessened quantity of 
food, raiment and shelter. If we 
continue in this channel a few years 
longer, we will have more money. 
Yes, but there will be no food to 
buy. Government ownership of rail- 
roads will not solve the problem. 
All reform laws of prohibtion, 
woman suffrage, etc., will not solve 
the problem. 


High wages, eight hours for labor 
and strikes will not give us a pound 


more of food and raiment or a 
shingle more of shelter, Government 
control of prices of staples don't add 
anything to increased production of 
‘food or raiment. “Special interests“ 
have influenced legislation to in- 
crease their store of money until to- 
day they are holding themselves up 
by “their own boot straps.” (In 
“special interests” I include labor 
unions with capitalists and corpora- 
tions.) The combined deliberate re- 
sult of their efforts has been the 
lessened production of the necessi- 
ties of man for a decent living. The 
accumulation of money they have 
set as the prime object of life and 
a reduced output of foe’, raiment 
and shelter, and the lawilakers of 
this country have aided with all 
their power in this accomplishment. 
We are moving too far eway from 
natural laws on an artificial basis 
of legislation. Naturé is a safe and 
Sure provider if not hampered by 
laws of “special interests.” 

I can feed by my own labor my 
family on a farm of ten acres and 
not hurt myself physically by the 
hours I work, I can nearly double 
the products of that farm by a 
slight increase in the hours I labor. 
Won't it follow as “sure as night fol- 
lows day” that if I double the prod- 
uct that quantity cheapens the cost 
of all per pound, and in consequence 
my neighbor will get my surplus at 
a lessened price. That is a natural 
law. So that what the world needs 
today is not lessened hours of labor, 
but more production, though it 
means more hours of work per day. 
It takes products to bring money, 
and products only provide the living, 
so why reduce production simply to 
acquire money— it’s building a house 
on sand pillars to reduce production 
and expect tc earn a living“ by in- 
creased wages. Too many men pro- 
ducers on the farm are lured to the 
city by “high wages” and become 
non-producers. The “deluge” is in 
sight—it can be averted by building 
the “ark” of increased product 
and we will all get a : 
less of Wages or hours.

The act provides for the appoint- 
ment of a board of five members 
for a term of five years, with a 
term of a member ending each year. 
No person who is a director, offi- 
cer or employee of any institution 
named in the act, nor any person 


related to such perpen by blood or 
marriage is eligible to appointment 
on the board. Any member of the 
board can be removed by the gov- 
éernor, in his discretion, and when 
any member fails to attend at least 
one meeting of the board in a year, 
unless excused by vote of board 
his indifference shall be construe 
by the governor as a resignation. 


The regular meetings of the board 
are to be held in May and Novem- 
ber of each year and the board can 
hold as many special meetings a 
it may deem necessary. ' 

The members of the board can only 
receive actual expenses while en- 
gaged.\in the work. They shall ap- 
point @ secretary, assistant secre- 
tary and such other officers as are 
necessary, to be paid a salary in ad- 
dition to traveling expenses, as the 
board may fix. No member of the 
board is eligible to a salaried posi- 
tion on the board. The bill pro- 
vides for an annual. appropriation 
for the maintenance ot the board. 


The duties of the board are strict- 
ly visitorial and advisory and not 
administrative. 

The board shall, as a whole, or 
by committee, or by its secretary 
or assistant visit at least once each 
year all jails, state, county and mu- 


nicipal institutions and organiza- 
tions of an elemosynary, charitable, 
correctional or reformatory charac- 
ter or which are for the care, cus- 
tody or training of defective, de- 
pendent, delinquent or criminal 
classes. It shall also inspect and 
report upon the workings and re- 
sults of chartered or private insti- 
tutions, associations or organiza- 
tions engaged in the care and pro- 


‘tect t homeless, dependent, de- 
Pasties * delinquent children 
adults. 

The board shall make reports re- 
garding the condition of any of the 
Visited institutions, the care of the 
inmat and the 


nmates, efficiency of the 
administration of the affairs of the 
institutions. ; * 


All such institutions are required 
to allow the board access to all rec- 


ords, and to furnish such informa- 
tion as may be asked by the com- 
mittee. : 

Each institution is required 
through its chief officer to make 
quarterly reports to the board which 
shall be filed in the office. 

* * * * 1 

The board is authorized also to 
institute prosecutions against per- 
sons, officers or directors who are 

ilty of undue punishment on any 
nmates of any institution or to mis- 
treat such inmates. 

The board is authorized to circu- 
late literature among the institu- 
tions for the performance of the 
duties of those in charge. 

All plans for new building for any 
of the institutions, etc., are to be 
submitted to this board before 
adoption. 

The board is authorized to name 
local committees all over the state 
to aid in carrying out the act. 

The board is instructed to collect 
statistics regarding defective, de- 
linquent, dependent classes and any 
of the institutions and publish them. 

The board is required to make a 
full and complete annual report to 
the governor of its acts and doings, 
giving all expenses incurred. 

Any officer of an institution, so- 
ciety or organization who shall by 
any overt act in any way interfere 
with the duties of the board shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


The governor may at any time 


direct the board to investigate any 
institution that he may deem neces- 
sary to be inspected. 

The board has power and author- 
ity, when investigating any insti- 
tution, to summons witnesses, com- 
pel their attendance, and to pro- 
duce documents and give evidence 
under oath. 

The act provides also that the 
Veasey law shall not be repealed by 
this act. 

Both men and women can be ap- 
pointed on the board, which is cre- 
ated for the protection and care 
of those who cannot help them- 
selves, and to prevent the Marietta 
occurrence from recurring in Geor- 
gia. It is a wise bill; and the au- 
thor and the assemblymen are to be 
congratulated for such a forward 
movement.

HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 


CONSTIPATION VERSUS DRUG 
DEPENDENCE. 

Autointoxication Is a fascinating 
theory, with almost infinite pos- 
sibilities. if you are of an intro- 
spective or self-sufficient type. The 
only serious drawback about auto- 
intoxication is that no one has been 
able to prove that there is such a 
condition. We deduce in certain cir- 
cumstances a probable absorption of 
harmful substances into the blood 
from the intestinal tract, but aur 
deduction is almost wholly hypo- 
thetical, after all. 

The greater part of the millions 
of dollars spent annually for drugs 
goes to purehase laxatives, physica, 
aperients or alleged correctives of 
autointoxication. Indeed, there are 
millions of people who consider con- 
stipation.synonymous with autoin- 
toxication, although the only basis 
for such a view is the plausible 
argument set forth by the fellow 
who has some new-fangled physie to 
sell. One meets with innumerable 
cases of constipation without any 
trace of autointoxication, and, on 
the other hand, one encounters 
many cases of presumable autoin- 
toxication (as an accompaniment of 
various illnesses) without constipa- 
tion. 

Even if autointoxication were a 


demonstrable entity and secondary 
to constipation only, it would be 


rather puerile to imagine that the 
use of any physic could obviate the 
evil. On the contrary, there is good 
scientific ground for the belief that 
the frequent or habitual use of ca- 
thartics often produces a kind of 
autointoxication or self-poisoning 
which would not have occurred from 
the constipated state itself. A few 
years ago an eminent surgeon and 
pathologist even sought to explain 
attacks of epilepsy on the basis of 
disturbances of the intra-abdominal 
or intestinal pressure brought about 
or aggravated in many cases by the 
taking of cathartic medicines. 


A physic is sometimes of distinct 
value in the treatment of disease. It 


is exceedingly questionable whether 
the habitual reliance on any lax- 
ative or cathartic medicine is ever 
of any value to the health of an in- 
dividual, and there is no question at 
all that the physic habit works 
havoc with the health of thousands 
of thoughtless or health-ignorant 
people. That some ancient healer 
urged the necessity of keeping the 
bowels open as an insurance of good 
health is no reason at all to imagine 
that health depends on the action of 
the bowels. 

As between constipation and the 
physic habit, constipation will do a 
great deal less.harm. a

Some of us may 
not fully agree with the statement 
that is current in Switzerland that 
was well expressed 4 one of her 
most acute authors, “The allies won 
the war, but Germany has won the

CAR FARES 1S KILLED 


Atlanta Suburbanites Proba- 
bly Saved Many Pennies 


by House Action. 


Without material opposition, the 
house yesterday morning voted to 
disagree to the senate amendment 
to a bill with local application in- 
troduced by Representative Law- 
rence of Chatham. The effect of the 
amendment would have been to au- 
thorize the railroad commission to 
raise the 5-cent fares on the Georgia 
Railway and Power company sub- 
urban lines to Decatur and College 
Park, 

As soon as the bill was called, Mr. 
Lindsay of DeKalb made the mo- 
tion to disagree to the senate amend- 
ment. A motion to agree was made 
by Mr. @icDonald of Richmond. Both 
members of the DeKalb delegation, 
Messrs. Guess und Lindsay, and two 
members of the Fulton delegation, 
Messrs. Hendrix and Moore, spoke 
in protest against the amendment, 
which, they said, had changed 
a bill with a purely local applica- 
tion, in which only Chatham county 
was interested, to one vitally af- 
fecting the people of Fulton and 
DeKalb counties without giving 
their representatives any opportu- 
nity to be heard. 

The original bill applied only to 
counties with a population of from 
75,000 to 125,000 population. The 
amendment made it apply to all 
counties having a population over 
50,000. Mr. Lawrence of Chatham re- 
plied that the amendment had not 
been surreptitiously put over, as 
both the senators representing De- 
Kalb and Fulton counties were pres- 
ent at the time it was offered. 

The house was of the opinion of 
the De Kalb and Fulton members, 
and, after overwhelmingly voting 
down the McDonald motion to agree, 
carried without dissent the Lindsay 
motion to disagree to the senate 
amendment.

AMENDMENT Jo RAISE ‘RIVER 1S DRAGGED 


FOR ANDERSON'S BODY 


Believed Man Who Jumped 
Into the Ocmulgee 
Is He. 


Macon, Ga., August 13.— (Special.) 
At daylight this morning a man be- 
lieved to be C. H. Anderson, sexton 
of Riverside cemetery, jumped from 
the Spring street bridge over the 
Ocmulgee river and shortly after- 
ward his body was seen to disap- 
pear beneath the muddy waters of 
the swollen stream. 

Many reports have been received 
by the Anderson family, holding cut 
for them a ray of hope that the sui- 
cide was not Anderson. However, a 
hat found on the bridge has been 
identified by Mrs. Anderson as that 
of her husband, who for some time 
had been on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown and was seen by a dozen 
persons last night walking up and 
down the river bridge. Mr. Ander- 
son disappeared yesterday afternoon 
and searchers were bus; most of 
the night trying to locate him.

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That's Only Solution, 
Franchise Expert Wil- 
cox Tells Federal Com- 
mission — Private Con- 
trol Has Failed, He 
Says. 


Washington, August 13.—Munici- 
pal ownership is the only solution 
of the American street railway prob- 
lem, control of private lines having 
broken down, Delos F. Wilcox, New 
York franchise expert, today told 
the federar electric commission. 
Drawing from an experience with 
trolley matters running back over 
many years and particularily upon 
his preesnt connection with investi- 
gation of the affairs of the Public 
Service Railway company of New 
Jersey, Mr. Wilcox said there was no 
escape from the logic of conditions, 
pointing the handling of urban 
transportation as an essential pub- 
lie service and not for private profit. 

e street railway problem, he 
said, narrowed down to four ques- 
tions that must be determined: First. 
whether the investment should be 
regarded as a speculative one, or 
be guaranteed; second, whether the 
business was to be conducted prima- 
rily for service or for profit; third, 
whether continuity of service was 
not to be guaranteed, outlawing sus- 
pension through strike, and, fourth, 
whether public or private agencies 
should own and operate the roads. 

Service Governing Motive. 

Answering the first question, he 
said street railway investments 
should not be treated as speculative 
but should yield a fixed return. As 
to the second he declared service 
always should be the governing mo- 
tive of operation. Disruption of 
street car service through strikes 
should be prevented, he said, and 
strikes be “outlawed and penalized,” 
but only after full protection of the 
workers had been provided. Opera- 
tives should be urged to organize, 
he said, adding that even some fed- 
eral government departments would 
be bettered by a degree of “democ- 
ratization,” which gave the workers 
a voice in questions of administra- 
tive policy and disciplinary matters. 

Finally, Mr. Wileox said, he had 
reached the conclusion that “no ul- 
timate solution of these questions 
could be reached unless we under- 
take local transportation as a pub- 
lic function.“ Public control had 
reached such a point, he said, and 
a point from which there could be 
no receding, that private compa- 
nies could not be given that frée- 
dom which alone could insure them 
success. There could be, he contin- 
ued, no conservative financial poli- 
cy under private ownership and the 
profit-sharing enterprises such as 
the New York Rapid Transit agree- 
ment, merely embodied the bad fea- 
tures of both private and public 
enterprises, 

Members of the commission ques- 
tioned Mr. Wilcox as to what he 
would recommend to meet the im- 
mediate needs of the trolley com- 


panies, He said a declaration of 
an ultimate municipal ownership 
policy “would clear the air,” to be 
backed up by legislative steps to 
clear the way for ultimate acqui- 
sition of existing lines. 


Regulate Wages Like Fares. 


Final solution of the street rail- 
way problem can come only when a 
power to regulate wages of street 
car employees, as well as fares is 
created, the commission was told 

y W. „ Bliss, chairman of the 
Rhode Island public utilities com- 
mission, The time is approaching 
rapidly, he said, when mere in- 
creases in fares will no longer 
solve the financial difficulties of 
the roads, 

Mr. Bliss said the taxes paid by 
the principal Rhode Island trolley 
company in 1913 were 10 per cent of 
gross earnings, this being exclusive 
of the cost to the company of repairs 
to pavements and similar charges. 
It was unfair, he said, to impose 
this entire burden upon street car 
passengers, or upon taxpayers gen- 


vantages arising from adequate 
transportation. 

Commissioner Bliss said primary 
control of trolley matters should be 
vested in state bodies to avoid the 
selfish interests and artificial 
boundaries of the municipal com- 
munities.

Evans-Brown, Tragedy. 

The careers of two prize-fighters 
ended two years ago today with the 
news that “Dummy” Evans, a muté 
pugilist, of New York, had died as 
a result of a blow delivered by 
George Brown. Brown, regarded by 
fight fans as a prominent boxer, 
vowed that he would never enter 
the prize ring again. 

Evans and Brown were close 
friends and had always refused to 
meet each other in the ring. 
Brown was to have engaged in a 
contest with Joe Delan at the Pio- 
neer Sporting club. Delan failed to 
appear and rather than disappoint 
its patrons the management got 

rown's consent to substitute an- 
other boxer. 

Brown did not ask who his op- 
ponent was to be and the mute is 
said not to have understood, that he 
was to meet his friend, As a re- 
sult both were surprised when they 
faced in the ring. Ringsiders said 
that the friends stalled through thu 
first round and made no effort. to 
deliver punishing blows. n the 
second round, however, Brown sent 
over a snappy blow which caught 
Evans on the point of the jaw. 
Thereupon Evans grasped his oppo- 
nent’s hand and left the ring. Half 
an hour later he eollapsed in his 
dressing room and was removed to 
the hospital. There he died. It was 
found that he had a fracture at the 
base of the skull.

New Orleans, August 13.—Heavy 
selling pressure appeared in cotton 
today, and the market fell under it 
after making moderate net gains in 
the early trading. Once on the 
down trend there were no recessions 
of consequence, and lowest prices 
were reached practically on the 
close under the report from Wash- 
ington that congress had been asked 
to include wearing apparel in the 
food law. 

Lowest prices showed net losses 
of 46 to 58 points and the close 
was 45 to 58 points net lower. 

The opening was higher and the 
advance continued on good Liver- 
pool cables and the rains in the 
eastern belt until the trading 
months were 26 to 34 points up. The 
weekly crop reports from the gov- 
ernment at 10 o’clock were much 
more favorable than expected and 
were followed by fairly heavy sell- 
ing, which put the market to a 
net decline. 

During the day selling increased 
on weakness in the foreign exchange 
market, and, finally on the report 
from Washington regarding wear- 
ing apparel. A private bureau re- 
port on condition of 66.4, pointing to 
a crop of 11,500,000 bales, was con- 
sidered bearish and increased of- 
ferings to some extent.

New York, August 13.—James A. Stillman, president of the National 
City bank, the largest bank in the country, a man with a well-earned 
reputation for shunning publicity, feels so strongly about the labor 
situation in this country that today for the first time in his career he 
gave out a statement to the effect that the proposition of the railroad 
brotherhoods to kave the government buy the railroads and then share 
the profits with labor was not to be discussed in hot blood. He pointed 
out that it was a question of policy to be settled by fair discussion, in 


which the interest of the employees, the railroad bond and stock- f 


holders and the public all are to be considered. Neither one side nor 
the other, he said, can claim the right to be the sole judge of its case, 


adding that recognition of this principle was the first point in tue 


whole controversy to settle. That certainly is sound advice. 

Henry Evans, president of the Continental Insurance company, 
was another Wall street man to break long silence by discussing the 
labor situation. Evans is the man who just won a fight in forcing the 
Cuban cane sugar people to clean house. He was also one of the 
leaders in the fight carried on by the International Mercantile Marine 
shareholders. Evans loves to fight when there is anything really worth 
while to fight about; he hates to talk. This is what he said today: 

“If a scheme could be devised to interest the worker in, profit 
results it would be a good thing for the country as a whole and for 
the investor and owner of property. Such a scheme will be worked 
out—must be—but not along the lines of the railroad brotherhood 
demands, for those demands are impossible of execution, and social 
istic, if not bolshevistic, in principle. If this country or any country is 
to prosper, property rights must be maintained. The Plumb plan, the 
Warfield plan, and all the other plans so far put forward arrive at 
property rights. The Warfield plan is devised to rob the prudent for 
the benefit of the foolish, the Warburg plan is only a little better, and 
the Plumb plan is sheer robbery. 

“It is up to the people to elect to office the right men, and it is 
up to the right men to accept office, for democracy is on the dial: If 
we come through this crisis, as I believe we will, the country wil] be 
stronger than ever; if, on the other hand, right and justice are over- 
thrown and a class or clique is allowed to control, this republic 48 
doomed.” 

Wall Street Gossip. 

Today’s stock market was a purely professional affair, the de- 
mands of the public either on the buying or selling side being very 
light. Railway Equipment, Oil and Steel shares were taken up by 
pools and made to look comparatively active. It was on the rises that 
the market was dullest. That fact was significant to close observers. 
In the last hour there was a decline to the low prices for the day. 
American Telephone and Telegraph company dropped over 4 points. 

The best opinion available in banking quarters today was that the 
stock market is going to stand still until some kind of an understand- 
ing or working basis has been established between labor and capital. 
Only a very short time ago, but before the existing railway labor 
situation arose, it was pointed out in this column, that the big men of 
Wall street were working their best to get hold of some kind of a fair 
profit-sharing plan, feeling that such a plan was the only solution to 
the trouble then seen on the horizon. Today two very prominent Wall 
street men who only once in a blue moon talk for publication, gave 
their views on the labor situation. 

‘American Woolen has paid 15 per cent dividends in Liberty bonds 
so far this year, and there was talk of another similar payment. The 
company still has among its free assets government bonds and treas- 
ury notes amounting to $14,796,000. Today, however, Wall street heard 
that instead-ef paying another extra Liberty bond dividend the regular 
dividend would be increased from 5 per cent to 7. 

Quiet Spell Predicted. 

Probably the largest room trader on the stock exchange floor, 
that is, a broker who trades for himself, executing no orders for the 
public, closed up his office today entirely and gave his entire office 
staff a leave of absence for a month. This news naturally strength- 
ened Wall street. Growing indication that the quiet spell looked for 
last month is now just ahead. 

There has been a slow but steady recovery in the prices of rail- 
way shares during the past few days, and although these stocks are 
still selling far below what they were two weeks ago, they do show a 
fair recovery from the low of last week. This recovery in prices is 
said to be due to buying from investors because they are of the opinion 
that these stocks are selling far below their intrinsic values. Because 
of the present state of affairs in the railroad world there is. no in- 
centive for speculation in this class of securities, consequently they do 
not recover as easily as the industrial, issues. But aside from the 
investment buying from the so-called bargain hunters, it is stated in 
the street that some of the big people ‘are accumulating the shares 
on the belief that congress will not be influenced by the demands of 
the brotherhoods im carrying out their plans. It is no secret that 
congress is opposed to government ownership. This is due to the 
experiences during the war period. The government management of 
the telephone and telegraph lines also gave the public an idea of what 
might be expected under government operation of utilities. : 

Baldwin, Locomotive advanced to 116 during the morning trading, 
registering a gain of 3 points over Tuesday’s closing. Buying of the 
stock was heavy on the advance. Later in the day, however, Baldwin 
declined, following the announcement from Philadelphia of the denial 


made by the president of the company as to Wall street’s rumors re. 


garding a readjustment of capital stock; whereby the shareholders 
were to receive three shares for each share now held.

“Heretofore, I have been unable 
to get any action on this bill,“ said 
Mr. McKellar, “but I am constrain- 
ed to believe that, under existing 


time. My bill does not fetter cold 
storage in any way, but it regu- 
lates it so that the people can get 
the very best benefits out of it.” 

Citing recent statistics of the 
federal trade commission of food 
held in cold storage, Senator Me- 
Kellar said they showed vast in- 
creases over the amounts stored 
last year. He compared retail 
prices, secured from the manager 
of thé senate restaurant, showing 
large increases in price, despite the 
increased supplies in storage. 

“Some middleman,” said Mr. Mc- 
Kellar, “is making 662-3 per cent 
profit on eggs alone. The only pos- 
sible way in which these prices can 
be manipulated is through the me- 
dium of cold storage. Put a limit 
on the time in which these goods 
can be held and the packers will be 
compelled to sell.” 

Eges, particularly, the senator 
asserted, are monopolized. “They 
are in the hands of the most giant 
monopoly there is in the world,” he 
said The price the packers pay 
and the price at- which they are sold 
is out of all proportion, and they 


stamped and regulated.” 

Present cold-storage practices also 
are a menace to public health, Sen- 
ator McKellar declared, asserting 
that meat and poultry often are held 
too long in storage. Chickens, he 
asserted, are killed and stored with- 
out removal of their heads and en- 
trails, which conduce to quick putre- 
faction after they are taken from 
storage. 


SWIFT MAKES DENA 
OF MKELLAR CHARGES 


Packer Says There Is No 
Monopoly on Freezer 
Space. 


Washington, August 13.—Louis F. 
Swift, president of Swift & Co., to- 
day answered charges made by Sen- 
ator McKellar, Tennessee, before the 
house agriculture committee when 
he appeared before that body Yes- 
terday in behalf of his bill for the 


regulation of cold storage plants. 
Mr, Swift, in his telegram from 
Chicago to Senator McKellar, made 
public here, emphatically denied 
that “neither Swift & Co., nor the 
five large packers have a monopoly 
of 3 1 

r. Swift’s telegram to Senator 
McKellar follows: 
“Referring to your remarks before 
the house committee on agriculture 
and on the floor of the senate, Swift 
& Co. has not opposed sane regula- 
tion of storage methods. Six yéars 
ago at the annual meeting, January 
2, 1913, in my address to the share- 
holders, I Said: 
What is needed at this time is 
proper regulation, covering inspec- 
tion in and out of storage (not to 
exceed twelve months’ or from sea- 
son to season) and the education of 
the consuming public.’ Our present 
poston is unchanged. Swift & Co. 
as not disregarded the law of sup- 
ply and demand, rather we are con- 
trolled by it at all times. 
“Conservation and not speculation, 
is the motive behind storing perish- 
able food products. Swift Co.’s 
cold storage business is a necessity, 
incident to the handling of perish- 
able goods to carry over stocks from 
season of surplus production to seu- 
son of scarcity or no production.

“Any law that will tend to hamper, 
discourage or make more uncertain 
this necessary function of conserv- 
ing food will result in discourage- 
ment in production and higher food 
costs. 

‘Many features of your bill are 
impracticable and will only tend to 
reduce the quantity of perishabie 
food stored to the injury of,the pro- 
ducers and consumers. Would be 
glad to co-operate with you in revis- 
ing sections which appear imprac- 
ticable. 

“Swift & Co. denies that the pack- 
ers are in control of the cold storage 
business of the country. Neither 
Swift & Co. nor the five large pack- 
ers have a monopoly of freezer 
space. Swift & Co.’s freezer capacity 
is only a very small fraction of the 
total — —— capacity of the coun- 
try, and the capacity of the five 
large packers probably is only a 
small percentage of the total. 

“Morning papers of August 12 
featured bureau of markets storage 
report for July 1 which shows 1,334,- 
000,000 pounds of meat in storage. 
This stock is not being hoard 
Sixty-two per cent consists of meats 
in the process of being cured in 
pickle or salt; 12 per cent is pork 
which had to be frozen because all 
curing vats were full at the time.

BRITAIN TO FIX PRICES 
TO KILL PROFITEERING 


London, August 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The house of com- 
mons this evening, after heated de- 
bate, adopted an amendment to the 
profiteering bill empowering the’ 
board of trade, after an investiga- 
tion, to fix wholesale and retail 
prices. TRe vote was 132 to 95 

The amendment. was denounced, 
among others, by Lord Robert Cecil, 
former minister of war -trade, who 
expressed amazement that the gov- 
ernment should accept “an amend- 
ment destroying the whole basis of 
the bill and revolutionizing the 
trade of the country.” 

Sir Donald Maclean, a liberal mem- 
ber, also denounced the amendment, 
characterizing it as “rank socialism 
of the most muddled kind.” 

In the course of the discussion on 
the bill, Sir Auckland Geddes, min- 
ister of national service and recon- 
struction, indicated that the bill 
would empower tthe board of trade 
to fix prices in a case where the 
community was likely to be bled 
by any combination, national or in- 
ternational, for the purpose of in- 
creasing prices. 

An amendment seeking to include 
profiteering in rentals within the 
scope of the bill was rejected. An 
amendment stipulating that the bill 
should not be retroactive was car- 
ried eas, strong liberal and labor 


opposition. An amendment was ac- 
ceptéd defining that the average 
rate Of profit earned under pre-war 
conditions should not be considered 
unreasonable. 

‘Andrew Bonar Law, the govern- 
ment spokesman, made it clear that, 
despite the power given the board 
of trade, there was no intention on 
the part-of the government to dea\ 
with profiteering by a general sys- 
tem of fixing prices throughout the 
country., because such a course 
would result in the stoppage of 
supplies. 


SUBMARINE CHASERS 
0 ENGAGE IN RACE 


Washington, August 13.—Six sub- 
marine chasers, veterans of the 
U-boat campaigns in the North sea 
and the Adriatic, will leave Ber- 
muda tomorrow and race to New 
York. 

The race will be under service 
conditions, and an effort will be 
mgde to lower the Bermuda to New 
York record for gasoline vessels of 
88 hours. Naval officers expect the 
chasers to lower this record to about 
72 hours. The distance is about 700 
miles. Officials of the New York 
Yacht club will act as judges. 

The craft are the 129 and 324, 
both of Which took part in the naval 
operations that resulted in the de- 
struction of the Austrian naval base 
at Durazz. —
